A half dozen paragraphs are dc 
voted to the natural beauty in the 
area and its development. Then it 
takes up oil and quotes Manager 
Beazley as saying: 


“We feel sure there is lots of oil 
here, perhaps even another Fido 
rado. But in this part ot Illinois it’s 
tough to find. 
Geophysical aids 
such as seismograph studies are 
of little use here for the fields 
are all of the stratigraphic trap 
variety where oil is trapped by 
reduced porosity in the producing 
zone rath er than by the shape of 
the structure. 
Strut traps don’t 
show up on time maps. 
Instead, 
geopolists 
follow 
the 
trends, 
or 
patterns of occurrence of field*. 
as a m eans of spotting wells Flee 
trie logs are invaluable aids in 
predicting such trends. Consequent 
ly, every w!ell in Illinois Basin has 
been surveyed and the logs on 
each one arc made available for 
general use, 


“At best, however, such a system 
provides geologists little more than 
an educated guess as to w here then 
next producer might be found 
It 
takes a lot of wildcatting to find oil 
here.

WASHINGTON 'IP — Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles said 
today he believes the crisis 
in 
Syria will be settled peacefully. 
Dulles 
emphasized 
that 
the 
United State* does not favor peace 
at any price, and is ready to act. 
if necessary, to meet R ussia’s ef­ 
forts to underm ine the independ­ 
ence of Middle Eastern states. 


He spoke as m ajor elem ents of 
the powerful U. S. 6th Fleet pa 
trolled the “ east-central M editer­ 
ran ean ’’ and jet fighers and other 
arm s were being sent to several 
Middle E ast countries. 


Administration officials said the 
U. S. plane 
deliveries are 
in 
various stages. 
A dozen speedy 
F86 Sabre jets already have been 
flown into Saudi Aarbia. 
Doubts Syria Aggression 


Dulles, 
at a 
news 
conference, 
virtually 
ruled 
out 
the use 
of 
armor! force by this country under 
the Eisenhower Doctrine — unless 
the situation becomes much worse. 


He said he doc* not believe there 
will 
be outright 
aggression 
bv 
Syria. Should it occur, he added. 
it could be dealt with by nations 
in the area. 


Dulles said this is the way 
he 
sees 
the 
situation today: 
That 
events could happen which would 
change the picture completely. 
Dulles 
said many 
people—a p ­ 
parently including the 
secretary 
himself—would agree with a Sept. 
2 statem ent by Indian Prim e Min­ 
ister Jaw aharlal Nehru that the 
Middle E ast situation is dangerous 
and expolsive. Dulles said he did 
not believe there is any reason to 
take 
issue with Nehru’s 
assess­ 
ment,. 


Take Situation Seriously 
Dulles said in his 
opinion 
the 


situation 
will 
be 
worked 
out 
peacefully. 


One basis for this judgm ent, he 
said, is that the United States is 
taking the situation seriously, 
is 
doing something about it, 
and 
therefore a peaceful solution 
is 
likely to be found. 


If the United States did nothing 
in the face of present problems, 
he said, there would he great like­ 
lihood that a w ar could develop. 


Dulles in discussing possible use 
of force by this country, pointed 
out that the Eisenhower Doctrine 
is hinged on three things: There 
must 
be aggression; 
it must be 
determ ined that the aggression is 
controlled by 
international 
com ­ 
munism and the *tates attacked 
request U. S. help. 
Dulles said he did not believe it 
likely that these three things will 
occur. For one thing, he said, the 
United States has not determined 
that Syria is under the dom ina­ 
tion of international com munism . 
As things now stand, he conclud­ 
ed. 
it would be academic to de­ 
cide that the United States should 
intervene under the doctrine. 
Dulles rejected suggestions that 
the 
United 
States 
might 
reach 
*ome “ hand* off" agreem ent with 
Russia as far as the Middle East 
is concerned. He said this country 
i* 
skeptical about 
arrangem ents 
with Russia because they are apt 
to mean hands off for the United 
States while Soviet hand* are un­ 
der the table. 
The secretary said 
that 
the 
United States does not believe the 
A m erican arm s being shipped 
to 
Jordan and othr A rab countries 
will be used against Israel. 
If they were, th e country would 
br put in the paradoxical position 
of coming to the 
aid of 
Israel 
against a recipient of 
American 
military aid. 


Explosion Rips 


School in 


Nashville, Tenn. 


M ob of 500 Hurls 
Rocks, Threats in 
Earlier Incident 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. 
IPu-An ex­ 
plosion early today ripped the Hat 
tie Cotton School, where one Negro 
student attended Monday in N ash­ 
ville’s 
violence-marred 
trial of 
first-grade integration. 


Police said the blast went off at 
about 2:45 a rn., e d t.. at the 400- 
pupil school on Nashville’s East 
Side. 


The building was “ pretty badly 
dam aged.” investigators said. The 
cause of the explosion was not de­ 
termined. 


The school is several miles from 
the Fehr 
School, 
where 
rock- 
throwing and noisy picketing con­ 
tinued through the day and into 
the night. 
About 25 parents re ­ 
mained at Fehr until late Mon­ 
day 
night, 
and 
police 
kept 
an 
overnight watch at this and other 
schools affected by this first step 
in grade by-grade integration. 
Hit By Rocks 


At Fehr the crowd swelled to 
500, throwing rocks and shouting 
threat* 
A policeman term ed the 
group the “ worst m ob” he ever 
had seen. 
Nineteen Negro first graders at­ 
tended 
seven 
previously 
white 
schools Monday, touching off the 
incidents. 
One who was registered 
did not attend. 
Three persons were hit by rocks 
Monday night as dem onstrations 
at Fehr 
School 
continued until 
about 11:30 p.m. e d.t. 
The three, 
a Negro mother, a passing Negro 
woman driver and a police inspec­ 
tor, were hu 
only slightly 
Two 
persons were arrested. 
While this latest demonstration 
was going on, segregationist John 
Kasper spoke at a noisy meeting 
in the 
downtown section, 
with 
about 500 persons gathered to hear 
him. 
Earlier the White Citizens 
Council leader had supervised ac­ 
tivities at Fehr. 
Rope In Hands 
Kasper held a rope as he spoke 
on the steps of the W ar Memo­ 
rial Building. 
Later he m ade an­ 
other address from the state Capi 
tol steps nearby, saying he intend­ 
ed to c a rri on the fight “ even if 
they get an injunction.” 
Police 
broke 
up 
the 
rowdy 
crowd 
at Fehr after keeping a 
close watch on the Kasper rally.

Hoffa's Huffa and Puffa 


Editorial — BY B K I I E BIOSSAT 
James Hoffa, vice president of 
the 
powerful 
Teamsters 
Union, 
evidently was strongly determined 
to make a better public impres­ 
sion than did other Teamster offi­ 
cials under fire from the Senate 
committee investigating rackets. 


But it is now fair to say that in 
this effort he failed. 


When Hoffa began his appear­ 
ances before the McClellan com­ 
mittee in Washington, he was con­ 
fident to the point of cockiness. 
He gave friendly, direct answers 
to a long series of questions which 
were not without embarrassment 
for him 
For 
instance, he 
had to ac­ 
knowledge he had been arrested 
17 times, though convicted only 
thrice 
for 
minor 
offenses. 
He 
conceded, too, that he had repaid 
only $70,000 of $120,000 borrowed 
interest-free from union officials. 
Teamster locals and various busi­ 
nessmen. 


But Hoffa’s self-assurance began 
to drain away when the committee 
turned to accounts of his dealings 
with 
Johnny Dio of New York, 
known 
racketeer 
and 
convicted 
extortionist. 
Hoffa admitted to knowing Dio. 
But as the committee played re­ 
corded transcripts of various tap­ 
ped telephone 
conversations be­ 
tween Hoffa and Dio, the Team­ 
ster vice president found himself 
afflicted with sudden, acute loss 
of memory. 
Though these conversations dealt 
with specific matters relating to 
union 
manipulations, 
and 
some 
were recorded only two months 
ago. Hoffa professed to the com­ 
mittee that hearing them plaved 
back gave him not the slightest 
inkling 
what 
wa' under discus­ 
sion. 
The committee found this so in­ 
credible 
that it is turning over 
Hoffa's testimony to the Justice 
department for possible prosecu­ 
tion on perjury charges.

Schnitzler said the AFL-CIO eth­ 
ical practices code contains the bas­ 
ic standards of morality and de­ 
cency of the trade union movement 
and not “ fancy language” or “ pious 
platitudes.” 
“ Either you are honest or you 
are crooked,” he said. 
“ There’s 
no middle ground.”
